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MEMORANDUM REPORT 

TO i INTERNATIONAL BROTHERHOOD OF TEAMSTERS 

SUBJECTi Conference on Proposed Canadian Trucking 
Legislation. 

The undersigned was assigned by Vice President Frank 
Fitzsimmons to attend a meeting in Montreal, Canada, for 
the purpose of discussing legislation designed to regulate 
the inter-provincial movement of freight and other commodities 
by truck. 

Attending this conference were Hugh Beins, attorney 
for Eastern Conference of Teamsters; Robert Flynn, Eastern 
Conference of Teamsters; John Nulligan, attorney, Ottawa; 

I.M. Dodda, Co-ordinator, Canada; Ray Green, Canada; Omar 
Baoufs, Canada; A1 Dietrich, International Organizer; Ken 
McDougal, Canada; Reuben Spector, Attorney, Montreal, Canada; 
and his associates; and other representatives. 

On Fabruary 17, 1964, we discussed the overall problem 
facing truck drivers in the Dominion of Canada. The report 
indicated that the Dominion government (the Federal govern¬ 
ment) does not regulate any part of the trucking industry, 
including that part which operates across provincial lines. 
Regulation of the entire industry is left entirely to the 
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individual provinces. Although some of the provinces have 
detailed regulations, others have little or no effective 
regulation. 

The regulation of hours of work, both daily and weekly, 
safety requirements,mechanical condition of trucks, etc., 
ia left entirely to the individual provinces. Although 
Canadian law, as construed in 1954, holds that the Federal 
government (or Dominion government) has jurisdiction over 
intar-provincial transportation, no effort has been made 
to aaaart that jurisdiction. 

A number of examples of serious accidents caused by 
drivers who had driven an excessive number of hours, and 
by drivers who were under the influence of drugs taken to 
stay awake, were reported by the Canadian delegation. 

Truck drivers who operate exclusively inside the 
Dominion of Canada are not required to keep logs, although 
it ia intaraating to note that those trucks which operate 
into tha United States are required to keep logs because 
of the United States regulations. 

The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the feasi¬ 
bility of inducing the prasent Dominion government to 
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introduce the necessary legislation designed to assert 
its federal jurisdiction over inter-provincial transpor¬ 
tation. The meeting also discussed various approaches 
which the legislation could take. 

Under Canadian legislative procedure, those persons 
aaaking the passage of legislation usually present a docu¬ 
ment to the appropriate cabinet official (called a “Minister") 
which sets forth the reasons why a certain type of legisla¬ 
tion ia desirable. This document is referred to as a 
"Brief". 

On Tueaday, February 18, the delegation met with Mr. 
Reuben Spector, an attorney in Montreal who represents 
various Teamster affiliates in the Province of Quebec. 

During the course of this meeting, the facts which justify 
tha lagialation were submitted and a draft of the proposed 
Briaf to ba aubmitted to the Minister was prepared. 

This draft was later revised, and a copy of the re¬ 
vised draft ia attached to this report. This draft contains 
the basic information which will be submitted at the appro¬ 
priate time. 

Hugh Baina and Robert Flynn tentatively agreed that 
the research department of the Eastern Conference of Teamsters 
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could use this draft as a starting point to the prepara¬ 
tion of a final Brisf for submission to the appropriate 
Canadian Miniater. 

The partita in attendance agreed that the time wae 
ripe for a submission of this kind. The Dominion government 
has regulated the railroads for many years (actually sub¬ 
sidises tham) # but has not adopted needed federal laws 
to regulate the trucking industry. By way of contrast, 
the United States amended its Interstate Commerce Act 
to include the trucking industry by adopting the Motor 
Carrier amendments t:o the Act in 1935. 

After the final draft of the Brief is submitted to the 
appropriate Canadian Minister, the Canadian government will 
draft the formal language of legislation for introduction 
into the Canadian legislature and seek its enactment into 
law. 

Consideration should be given to alerting theapppro- 
priate industry officials to the need for this type of 
legislation. However, this latter point may well be a 
matter for local political analysis.

I. PROTECTION Or TVS PJ?UC 

In .Hamilton. Ontario* several months ogo o divert ho had been on the road for 10 
days and 10 nights con tli .ecus ly ond taking Ranc i'j’cne cilia to stay ov ako* was convicted on 
e choree of reckless diving. There ore numerous sL.xlcr Jn*lcbnts. Many maior vehicles en 
Cenodlon hl-r.woys ore presently being c,...ated by divers v.ho wotk excesslvo numbers ef 
hours* who t.ixe drugs to avoid sleep ond v.ho ere causing c substantial hca-d to oil parsons 
e highways. 

Some of tho more rc^xxtstoio irunr.iorr companies ensure that their dr Ivor* are not 
overworked ond ora physically capable of operating tholr vehicles ot oil times* In o safe 
manner. On the other hand tiiera are o vost number of lea responsible operators who totally 
c.srarord oil safety precautions. 

A loros :i.GED2f of accidents on tho highways can be contributed to tho excessive 
-*-~s worked by truck ctfvcrs und documentation Is available to support this statement. E. 
hauls where m-re are two drivers, their, rest time Is spent sleoplna !:i the truck whllo 
1 .. In motion. This Is not restful. Legislation she.id provide a ml... or of hours to 

be socnr outside of the truck In each 24 hour period* as wall as o ...zxiaum. numesr of hours 
cpcrutlr.g the truck In each peirlcd. 
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In addition safety oppllonces and mechanical equipment usod on the trucks which 
are crossing provincial boundaries are not presently sub|ect to federal Inspection or control. 

Items such as brakes. Uchts. directional signals, etc. are sub{ect to mochanlcal failure ond 
experience has | rovon that adequate Inspection of these appliances can substantially roduco 
both to tho public ond to the orlver hliruolf. This roduces Insurance lost as well os 
lou of lives and other personal !n|urles. 

Once there is uniform federal loglslotion for Intorprovlnclal trucking. It Is assumed 
ti-it this federal legislation will spark an effort In tho legislators of tho provtneos to seek to 
odopt a uniform code for transportation similar to that acbptod In tho federal level. The U.S. 
which was faced with a simitar problem amended Its transportation law (tho Inter-state Commerce 
Act) In 1935 by Incorporating regulatory legislation covering motor carters who transport freight 
ocross state lines. This code was eor..pr-!.cnsivc. set up sofety standerds and delegated to 
Inter-state Commerce Commission tho authority ■«* ocopt specific rules and regulations to 
Implement good safety procedures. 

2. PROTECTION OF THE D!UV*. 

SJndor the existing policy of the Canada Labour Relations Board, all employees of 
ony firm engoged In Interprovincial tresruort fall uncar the |urlsalctlon of the Board whether or 
not such employees are only engaged In inira-piovlnclal work. Although the federal government 
has thersfore assumed jurisdiction over these worl.cn. no effort .tas been made to regulate their 
warning conditions. Only by federal legislation not only con we protect the public from drivers, 
who rnlrht be Incapable of driving safely, but wo con protect tho dr Ivors thsmsolvos In on 
Industry In which many lives ere last oach year. 

It is contemplotad that (drivers would bo required to foce porlodlc physical excmlnatlora 
Including eye exo.nlr. u tions to maintain their right to continue operating truck equlpme nt on tho 
Canadlon highways. 

Additional regulations may bo neodod for tho transportation of specific commodities 
which ere more c~..g.rous such os chemtcots, oxploslvcs end Inflommablos. The transportation 
of these commodities on Canadian hi' may noed a separate and higher set of standards 
both for drivers physical condition, hours of work and the mechanical Inspections of equipment. 
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3. PROTECTION OF THE TRUCKING INDUSTRY 

At the present Urn* I he railways of Canada come undor fedora I control end ora under 
toe Immediate supervision of the Coord of Transport Corr.mluloners with respect to ratal ond 
operating conditions. The present policy of Canadian railways Is to mingle more ond more 
Into the general transport field with the use 01 both trucks ond roll becoming port of the 
overall operation. This Intermingling Is not only by meons of piggyback operations but by 
the ebiorptlon of the main larps trucking concerns by the railways. If the railways now 
recognise that transportation Is o general problem Involving both roll and wheel traffic* the 
loard of Transport Commissioners could be ollowed to accept this foct of mo dam life ond 
the Industry os o whole rather than one spodollzod deportment of It. 

At the opening of the new Tram-Cana do highway* trucking has now come Into Its 
own. The railways ore osklng for the omendment to the short fooder lines. The spsoch from 
the throne Indlcotes that this will be ^ranted ond that ibo McFharson Report Is about to be 
topleieented. The Impact of this chongo upon tho economy of the country Is no do possible 
become of the evollablllty of trucking. The federal government olroady recognizes that 
eommodltles move other than by rail and the movement by piceline Is regulated. It now 
remolns to extend this concept of transpxtutlon to the national r.-.ovoment of commodities by 
oil meem. 

Many of the trucking companies nwwe o conscientious offort to Inspect their equipment 
for sofety purpoeee ond provloe their driven with adequate rust end physlcol examinations. On 
the other hend mony more trucking companlos Ignoro uisic sooty requirements ond the physlcol 
limitations of the driven thus creating a cor petltlve situation which Is disadvantageous to 
those corrlen who tty to observe o safety program. It Is our opinion that the carriers 
leglti.eotely Interacted In sofety will welcome feocral standards which oil carrion engaged 
In the Inter-state movement of freight would be compelled to comply with. 

The railroads hove long boen subject to sofety checks ond Inspections ctesicned to 
protect both tho public* the passengers ond the employees working for the railroad. Minimum 
s Son dor <h ore also desirable In the other modes of public transportation. 
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4. INCREASED service for shippers
